An housekeeper

Ila summer cen find any number of de* 
TMous vegetable soups to take the 
place of meat decoctions, and having 
once formed the habit of using them 
in Ie likely to be a. lasting one. 
The following soup, calling for fresh 
garden peppers, is a novelty: Mince 
three large peppers and three small 
onions together and stew them gently, 
4JU tender, In a little butter—about, 
jtwo tablespoonfuls—without brown* 
ag. Then thicken to a paste with a 
generous tablespoonful of flour and 
gradually stir the mixture into a quart 
of bolling milk. Season with salt and 
pepper. 
Gradually add also, stirring 
.well, the yolks of three eggs, and then 
remove from the fire immediately and 
serve very hot with croutons. Do not 
let it cool long or it may curdle. 
If 
one or two of 
the 
peppers 
are 
a 
bright red, instead of green, they will 
lend pretty tints to the soup. 
For French onion soup, which 
re­ 
turned travelers describe as food for 
the gods, fry four onions in two table­ 
spoonfuls of butter or very nice soup 
fat. 
The latter is to be preferred be­ 
cause it is cheaper. 
W hen they are 
quite brown add a scant half 
cupful 
of flour, stirring all the time. 
When 
the flour is brown mix in carefully (a 
little at a time) about three pints of 
boiling water or stock. 
Season the 
whole with salt and pepper 
and 
put 
the soup near the back of the stove, 
where it will merely simmer for half 
an hour. 
Mash two potatoes and add 
enough warm milk to them to make a 
puree. 
Stir this puree into the soup 
and if too thick add 
a 
little fresh 
milk. 
Then strain and boil ten min­ 
utes. Serve very hot with croutons. 
The following combination of rice 
and lettuce makes a delicious soup: 
Have ready the large leaves of three 
good-sized 
heads of 
lettuce. 
After 
draining, chop them up and put them 
in a saucepan with about a fifth of a 
pound of butter and 
cook for 
five 
minutes, stirring frequently. 
Stir the 
whole into two quarts of white stock. 
Season with a tablespoonful of salt, a 
teaspoonful of 
pepper, half 
a 
tea­ 
spoonful of grated nutmeg and a soup 
bouquet. 
Stir in also four ounces of 
well-cleaned rice. 
Cover 
the 
kettle 
and let it cook for three-quarters of 
an 
hour. 
Then 
strain 
the 
soup 
through a fine sieve. 
Let the 
soup 
heat once again, but do not 
let 
It 
boil. ^Stlr^In a pint of sweet cream, 
serve vfery hot, with croutons. 


Chocolate Sponge Pudding. 
Beat lightly two eggs, add one cup­ 
ful of sugar and beat for three min­ 
utes more. Then add one cupful of 
flour, into which has been sifted one 
teaspoonful of baking powder. 
Stir 
well and add a half cupful of boiling 
water, season with one teaspoonful of 
vanilla extract, pour into a square pan 
and bake in a moderate oven. 
When 
cool cut In two inch squares and pour 
over a cream made as follows: 
Place 
in a double boiler one* pint of milk, 
and when hot stir in half a cupful of 
sugar, Into which has been mixed one 
tablespoonful of corn stanch, a bar of 
unsweetened chocolate, 
grated 
fine, 
and a small luipp of butter. 
Stir until 
smhoth and pour over the squares of 
cake. 


Boiled Cider Sauce. 
Delicious for fruit pudding. 
Pub to 
a light cream, two cups 
of 
whit® 
sugar and three-fourths cup butter; 
beat into it gradually one-half teacup 
boiled cider. 
Just before serving set 
bito a kettle of boiling water; heat it 
hot, but do not let it boil. 
Pour over 
pudding made as follows: 
One cup 
buttermilk; one-half cup sugar; one 
/‘tablespoon lard (melted), flavor vanil­ 
la, one egg. 
Put in enough flour to 
make cake batter; one teaspoon bak­ 
ing powder sifted in flour. Put cherries 
or any fruit in teacups, three table­ 
spoonsful; fill cups to one-half full 
with batter. Put in steamer and steam 
one hour.

ING W H O L E S O M E VEGETABLE. 


Recipe That It Highly in Favor in 
Southern Italy— Meat Scallop, en 
Casserole— W ith New Pota­ 
toes and Nut Butter. 


The origin of the tom ato h at never 
been 
positively 
ascertained, 
Writes 
H enrietta D. Grauel in the Cleveland 
Leader. 
It was cultivated centuries 
ago in M exico and Peru and in the 
sixteenth century it was brought into 
England and cultured as an exotic, 
but was supposed to be 
an 
active 
poison because a mem ber of the night­ 
shade family. 
Travelers 
found 
the 
Netherlands eating it as a vegetable, 
with salt, pepper and oil a few years 
later, and Italians soon com m enced 
cultivating it m d using it as an ac­ 
companiment to nearly 
every 
dish. 
Neither in America nor in any other 
country has it been 
so 
com m only 
eaten, separately and in com binations, 
as in southern Italy. 
Tomatoes are a sovereign rem edy 
for dyspepsia and digestive troubles 
and are among our m ost w holesom e 
articles of food.

GOOD SUBST TUTE FOR MEAT 


Will Ba Appreciated, aa a Changa, by 
Those Who Are Not 8triet 
Vegetarians. 


This dish calls for tw o cupfuls of 
thoroughly bolled cold barley, one cup­ 
ful of finely ground roasted peanut?, 
one cupful of fine bread crumbs, one 
teaspoonful of salt and one saltspoon- 
ful of white pepper or paprika, one 
stick of celery, two tablespoonfuls of 
olive oil or three of butter, four table­ 
spoonfuls of browned flour, one large 
onion, and vegetables stock or water. 
Make a brown sauce of the 
oil, 
flour, and vegetable stock to thin to 
the consistency of thick cream sauce. 
Chop the onion fine and simmer It 
five m inutes in a tablespoonful of but­ 
ter, then stir in the barley, then the 
peanuts and bread crumbs mixed to­ 
gether with the salt, pepper, and cel­ 
ery. 
Add the hot brown sauce (left 
over gravy may be used for 
this). 
Mold into a loaf, m ixing all ingredi­ 
ents well. 
Grease a roasting 
pan, 
place the loaf in it and cook in a hot 
oven ten m inutes; then add a table­ 
spoonful of butter m elted In a cupful 
of bot w ater and baste with this every 
five m inutes for one-half hour. 
Rem ove to a hot platter and m ake 
a cupful of brown gravy in the pan. 
and serve in a sauceboat.

SECURING MOST FROM FARMS 


K itchenettes. 
Many housewives believe in boiling 
new e a rth en w are before using it, as 
this effectually toughens and hardens 
if. 
T his is particularly efficacious in 
th e case of ordinary brown kitchen­ 
ware, the articles being placed in a 
large pan of cold w ater which is then 
bro u g h t slowly to a boil. 
After being 
allowed to boil for ton m inutes rem ove 
th e pan ajjd allow Hie w ater to cool 
before taking out the ware. 
A kitchen bouquet 
for 
flavoring 
soups can easily be made. Take a few 
sprigs of parsley 
and 
wrap 
them 
around peppercorns, whole cloves, a 
bay leaf and o ther herbs that are at 
hand. Tie up tightly. 
This ran be re­ 
m oved from the soup without trouble. 
To m ake string beans or cabbage 
ten d er in cooking them and also to 
shorten the tim e required for cooking 
the latter vegetable, add a pinch of 
baking soda to the' w ater in which 
they are boiled. 
This, used judicious­ 
ly, m akes the vegetables as fresh and 
ten d er as when they cam e from the 
garden. 


Diversification Extends Operations and 
Materially Reduces M any Dangers 
of 
Failure. 


One of the benefits of diversified 
agriculture is that it extends farm 
operations to include several crops so 
th a t the danger of failure may be re­ 
duced. 
This benefit alone is 
suffi­ 
cient to commend diversified farm ­ 
ing, although it is by no m eans 
the 
only benefit. 
There are others that 
are worthy of consideration. 
No m anager is justified in diversi­ 
fying crops for the sake of a variety. 
His reason for 
diversification 
m ust 
have a broader view and a m ore sub­ 
stantial foundation than that 
there 
be variety of products for the 
sake 
of variety. 
There must be utilitv for 


Rhubarb 
Pudding.— Mash

pound of bag or pulled figs, or use 
dates or raisins or a m ixture of all 
or of tw o of these fruits.

the hot tapioca over this, stir in one 
teaspoonful of butter, cover and bake 
one hour. 
Put a m eringue on it be­ 
fore serving, if you like, or serve it 
cold, with plain or whipped cream. 
R hubarb Shortcake.— P ut two cups 
of rhubarb, cut small, with a scant 
cup of sugar in a double boiler and 
cook until rhubarb ^ 
ten d er 
and 
sugar dissolved. 
Add tile juice and 
chopped rind of one lemon. 
Make a 
shortcake by your favorite recipe, but 
ru t and bake it like biscuit. 
W hen 
done, break open, b u tter them and ar­ 
ran g e on a hot dish. 
P u t th e rhubarb 
in between, and w hen serving pour 
fhe juice over them. 


The farming operations of the Chi­ 
nese in California are a marvel of co­ 
operation. One of the most illuminat­ 
ing 
articles 
we 
have ever seen on 
this subject is in the Saturday Eve­ 
ning 
Post. 
It 
throws 
a 
flood of 
light upon the way that co-operation la 
managed. 
It has been the dream of 
agricultural writers for years, to im­ 
press the American farmer with the 
conviction that he ought to co-operate 
with his neighbors more than he does; 
that farmers should seriously unite to 
study how they can co-operate with 
each other in the conduct of 
their 
farm ing operations. 
The writer of the article in the Post 
says the reason American farmers do 
not co-operate more is a “tempera­ 
m ental” one. By that we suppose he 
means that the mental make-up of our 
farmers is lacking in the possession of 
the true-co-operative spirit to start 
with. 
There is a serious lack of the 
disposition to co-operate. Further, for 
more than a hundred years th$ politi­ 
cians of this country have dinned it in­ 
to the ears of us farmers, that we are 
the m ost independent set of people on 
earth. 
The result is th a t they have got 
us to believing this fallacy very greatly 
to our hurt, for it is not true except in a 
crude, half barbaric way. The truth is 
we are the most weak, helpless portion 
of society, getting the least for our 
tim e and money out of the general 
division of profits. 
Econom ists are 
united in the statem ent that the farm­ 
er gets only about 35 cents out of every 
dollar that the consum er finally pays 
for his product. 
T hat shows how inde­ 
pendent we are. 
The closing para­ 
graph of the article in the Post is as 
follows: 
“The only reason why native Amer­ 
ican farmers could not get their start 
in the sam e way is a temperamental 
one. 
Possibly that might be overcom e 
in the case of a bunch 
of 
earnest 
young workers to subm itting them­ 
selves to authority and accustom ed to 
team work. 
The principle is good. 
It would be our fault if we did not 
make it work.” 
The modern baseball 
or 
football 
club Is an example of team work and 
subm ission to supervising 
authority. 
It seem s we will do all these things 
for sport when we wouldn't for the 
sake 
of 
financial 
profit.—Hoard’s 
Dairyman.

Noi 
only is ra ilro a d p ro sp erity vital to 
ra ilro a d s investm ent and helpful to 
state revenue, but it has an intim ate 
relation to the developm ent of 
the 
country a n d the facilities of com ­ 
merce. 
The R ecord is fa r from en terta in ­ 
ing the reckless idea of releasing the

SHOULD BE SIMMERED 


BOILING CHICKEN IS A GASTRO­ 
NOMIC ERROR. 


Fowl Always Should Bo Rubbod With 
Lemon Boforo Cooking—Mistake 
to Salt tho Water to 
SUrt With. 


Our moat scientific cooks say that 
tho way to boll an egg la not to boll: 
ti. 
Paradoxically, we may say tho 
■ame thing about rn chicken, for tho 
way to boll a chicken la not to boti IL 
hut to simmer it 
In nine casas out of ten in cooking, 
the lesser fire does the better work, 
and this la especially true In the boll­ 
ing of all meats. They must be bolled 
very, very slowly, which Is the same 
thing as saying they must be 
sim­ 
mered. 
Any ancient bird can be simmered 
until the meat will part from the 
bones, but any young chicken can be 
boiled as tough as the proverbial old 
hen—the meat clinging to the bones 
and seem ing to be all bone and ten­ 
don. 
The best way to start the prepared 
chicken is to pour boiling w ater over 
it, let it boil up for a few brief min­ 
u tes—five is usually about all it will 
stand—then lessen the fire. 
Skim and 
keep covered while cooking. 
Do not salt the w ater to s ta rt with, 
a s our old-fashioned recipes told us to 
do. 
P ut the salt In whem the chicken 
is half done. 
A good cook w ith the 
knack can do almost anything in this 
w%y, and spoil neither the broth nor 
th e bouilli, but there are others who 
m ust follow’ rules to th e letter. 
To insure greater tenderness, some 
cooks rub their boiling chicken with a 
lemon before putting it on 
to 
cook. 
O thers put a tablespoon 
or 
tw o of 
vinegar into the 
water. 
N either 
of 
th ese things do any harm , and either 
m ay lessen any rank quality present. 
B ut they are not absolutely necessary 
to the securing of a ten d er product. 
N otice that it is the pot for boiling 
rather than the 
stewpan. 
There 
is 
just as much difference in the boiling 
of things in a 
thick iron pot, which 
holds the heat and distributes even 
gas heat, as between the 
thin 
bot­ 
tomed frying pan and one thick bot­ 
tomed. 
For very 
quick cooking 
the 
thin-bottomed frying pan is out of the 
question, as we know, because a meat 
w ill burn so quickly in it. 
W e have a greater number of uses 
for cold chicken in summ er than 
in 
winter, and, by the way, it is general­ 
ly better to let our chicken cool 
kl 
the liquor in which it was cooked and 
stay in it until we are ready to use 
it. 
If there is one thing more than an­ 
other concerning which tastes differ, 
It is in the making of this salad. The 
am ount of celery used 
varies 
from 
one-third as much as chicken to one 
and a half tim es as much 
celery 
as 
meat. 
Equal parts of chicken, celery 
and cabbage are som etim es used, and 
the dressings are 
legion, from 
the 
expensive mayonnaise to the inexpen­ 
sive boiled dressings. 
The salad may 
also be garnished to suit 
the 
taste. 
Some of 
the older 
garnishes 
were 
boiled 
beets and hard boiled 
eggs, 
which a Japanese cook will turn into 
roses, tulips and som e quite uniden­ 
tifiable blossoms, plus checker work 
and various parquetry.

B ran w ater ta excellent for wash­ 
in g cretonne, and this is th e way to 
m a k e it:

be left to sim mer for half an hour, 
and then be strained through a piece 
of muslin, after which add another 
q u art of w ater to m ake it lukewarm 
and also a little m elted soap.

properties. 
It has also a stiffening 
power, and thus no starch is required 
to stiffen the m ajority of fabrics for 
which bran wTater is used.

tablespoon sherry find the gelatine. 
Stir from the bottom toward the top 
until it begins to foam a little, add

cup chopped 
candied 
fruit and 
continue 
stirring 
until 
the 
cream 
forms. 
T urn Into a mold previously 
w et with cold w ater and stand away 
to harden. 
Serve with lady fingers.
